WASHINGTON, March 9—Sen. 
Glen Taylor (D-Ida), probable run- 
ning mate with Henry Wallace on 
the new party ticket, held the floor 
of the Senate for several hours this 
afternoon while he made the first 

“progressive” attack on the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program presented 
to the upper chamber since debate 
began nine days ago. 

He said the Marshall Plan, me 
the Truman doctrine, bypassed the 
United Nations, undermined that 
agency, and drew the world re- 
morselessly into war. He charged 
that. the Marshall Plan despite its 
mask of unselfish aid promoted the 
domination of world economy by the 
big monopolies, He pleaded for an 
understanding with the Soviet 
Union, without which, he said, 
atomic and bacteriological war is 
inevitable. 

In place of the Vandenberg-Mar- 
shall ERP bill, he urged his sub- 
stitute measure, which would au- 
thorize $5,000,000,000 as the first an- 
nual installment of a world fund 
for economic rehabilitation and re- 
lief. The money would be expended 
through the United Nations and
